Thought Capital Much Less 
Important 

"FATHER - ABRAHAM" 

Lecture Yeilcrday by Prof. 
Basil Williams 

That. A lira ha in Lincoln believed la- 
bour lo be uupcrlor lo capital, and 
deserving or more consideration, was 
one of Iho many striking statements 
made yesterday afternoon by Profes- 
sor Basil Williams. In the Dual lec- 
turo of a. series ot thrte. which he do- I 
llverod In Hip Convocation Hall of tlio J 
K.V.C. "Abraham Lincoln" was the 
topic of bin talk. I'rot'cwsor Williams' 
lèoturo conKlsted of an historic sum- 
mary of thu period between the pre- 
sidency of Jackson nnd that of Un- 1 
coin, and a. statement of some of big I 
outstanding n.ceorr.pllHhiiioniK. A few ! 
meml>er« of the Glee Club, with Mr. 
Key at the pla.np. rendered several 
verses of one or lh« sonçs of the Urne, 
during the course of the lecture. 

During the nuarter of a century 
between Jackson and Lincoln, I he 
United Slates was suffering from 
nlgbtmare, according to Prof. Wil- 
liams. Distractions were very much 
sought after: trouble with Mexico, and 
altercations with Knglnnd were con- 
sidered very welcome. It. wan the 
ago of the well named "Know No- 
thing Party." and of compromi.fK. It 
was likewise the period of mediocre 
presidents. 

The magnitude of the difficulties 
with which Lincoln ha<| to deal when 
he assumed power was stressed by 
the lecturer. The development in 
the cotton industry had put an al- 
together new phase on the matter of 
slaves and slave trade. .Yew slaves 
At one time, the South, though out- 
numbered in the ilouse of Represen- 
tatives managed to got a majority in 
the more important house, the Sen- 
ate 

The movement to abolish the slave 
trade which started in the North, was 
at first just as unpopular in that sec- 
tion ef the country as it was in the 
South, the speaker pointed out. In 
addition the South Constantly sought 
further protection for their interests. 
Clay, well known as The Compro- 
miser, found himself very busy at 
this period.

THE STUDENT AND ENGLISH. 




Oflcn-timcs we. with our hunv»n failings and foibles, tend to 
neglect those things which arc (he very fundamentals, and, chasing 
after beautiful will-o'-the-wisps, splash into some figurative quag- 
mire, with its clammy and deadly filth to drag us down. Wc gaze 
at those dim things which are far awny. and absolutely fail to per- 
ceive those things which are near at hand. No truer and more 
forcible example of this can be taken than the deplorable attitude 
of many students toward their mother tongue. Our language is 
ever with us, save ir. moments of sound sleep, for we must talk and 
wc must write in order to conduct even the ordinary business of 
our daily life- But to what a horrible extent the. English language is 
nbuscdl How wc mangle it, twist il. tear it, drag it down and mal- 
treat it, so that by the time wc finish, it scarcely can be recognized 
even by its most intimate friends. There arc students at McGill 
to-day who know not how to spell even (he simplest of words; who 
fail to understand even the clcmcntals of grammatical construc- 
tion; and who have only the slightest knowledge of English litera- 
ture, with its great masterpieces of poetry and prose. The written 
efforts of these young men and women arc all too often unworthy 
of a youngster in the lower grades of a public school, and, it he 
were accused of the authorship, would make him blush for very 
shame. Yet undergraduates such as these fondly nurse the hope 
that some day they will leave McGill' s portals as graduates to go 
out and take their places in the world. May all the gods be thanked 
that some of these dreams will never be fulfilled because one who 
cannot speak nor write at least fairly good English is unworthy of 
the title of "graduate," for he. in all likelihood, will bring dis- 
grace, rather than honour, upon his Alma Mater. The public ex- 
pects, and has a perfect right to expect, a college man to use good 
English, and if this expectation is not realized, the worldly wise 
;hrug their shoulers, while whispering that something is rotten in the 
state of Denmark. And it must be admitted candidly, that all is 
not well to-day. Graduates from universities are to be found in 
every activity, and though most of them are above reproach, there 
are some who display rank ignorance in speech and on paper.' Of 
course, if the public schools were even nearly perfect, this type of 
student would never see the inside of a university, except as a 
member of a parly of sight-seers. But he is here, in Science, in 
Medicine, in Dentistry » in Commerce, in Law and in Arts. . He 
•abuses English in the very refuge of learning, and, neglecting to pay 
attention to this extremely fundamental subject, he will probably 
continue this abuse to the very end of his days. If he succeeds in 
his big bluff he will go out as a poor ambassador of a great Uni- 
versity,,; If not, he either must turn his attention towards self im- 
provement or must die a timely death, slaughtered by his profes- 
sors. The jury promises, on oath, to return a. verdict of justifiable 
'lomicide.. ..■■[,

...-jrislature. Later he was elected lo 
such a position. Jlc afterwards be- 
came a member of Congress. 

Until he came to the White House 
Lincoln was better known as a coun- 
try lawyer than as a "politician . He 
would not undertake a case if he 
knew his client- to be in the wrong. 
His popularity was in a great part 
due to Uie fact that he possessed 
considerable ability for telling inter- 
esting nnccdolee. 

Hopeless issues were at stuke when 
Lincoln came into power. Clear 
thinking; was absolutely essential at 
the lime. The president did not reach 
his decisions voraciously, but medi- 
tated very deeply before making any 
announcement, lie was honest in ex- 
pression of opinion, caring nothing 
for the consequences. 

J'ruf. Williams quoted part of the 
famous Lincoln. Douglas debate, say- 
ing that much that Lincoln had said 
in this famous battle of words had 
contributed to his fame. Lincoln 
woa elected president over many abler 
men, because he had conclusively 
proved lo the electors of the tjmo 
"that ». house divided against iiself 
could not stand." 

lie did not tackle the problem of 
slavery, which confronted him. im- 
mediately, but. waited two years, since 
he bellveed that it would wilt away of 
iiself. Lincoln thought only or the 
preservation of, the .Un ion at I he lime. 

He never allowed small considera- 
tions to Influence .him, and always 
spoke to the people as man to man. 
Ho 'became known as "Father Abra- 
ham." Ai this point, in tiic lecture, 
the Ulec Club rendered a song. Illus- 
trative of the reimcct Lincoln en- 
joyed . 

A reading or Walt Whitman's "Cap- 
tain my Captain,'' formed the conclu- 
sion of the address.

brakesman and river driver for a lum- 
belng firm, where he remained for 
three years. Willi bis accumulated 
wages he put himself through the 
McGill Normal School, and on com- 
pleting this course he was engaged a.s 
principal of the Danville Academy, 
Quebec, where he remained for two 
years. He then entered the McGill 
Civil Engineering Course, and waj 
graduated in die year 1885. 

In IKIil he became < thief Engineer 
and Superintendent of the Bear River 
Canal Ogden Water Works- In 1803 
he held the chair of '-'ivil and Hy- 
draulic Engineering and IrregaliOil 
Engineering of experiment station at 
the Agriculture College of Utah. 

In JSli!) he became irregation engin- 
eer of the Montana Agriculture ICx- 
périment, slat ion, as well as director 
of the same station. He resigned this 
poM in 1801, and three years later 
look charge of rhc State and Federal 
cooperative irregation investigations 
in California, here he worked his v\ti)/ 
up steadily, and today is the senior 
irregation engineer and chief of the 
irregation investments in the United 
Spates Department of Agriculture, as 
well as honorary member of I ho Amor.

Plr.r.nru and another man were 
working on the part ot the roof which 
Is at the north-west corner of tho 
Arts building, where the water from 
the rapldly-tnelllng snow had round a 
vulnerable point In the structure, ami 
was leaking , Into tho building. After 
having removed the greater purl of 
'lie snow rrotn 0110 section they pro- 
ceeded to apply some tarpnper to the 
damaged part. II was while they 
were thus occupied that the victim 
lost hl» footing and, before his com- 
panion had any opportunity to catch 
hint, he disappeared over tho edge of 
Hie roor. He look a straight full of 
thirty feet lo Hie galvanized Iron roor 
which covers the washroom of the 
Arts building, on wlt^ch he landed 
head first. 

"Bill" ConHleman. the well-known 
Janitor of tho building', heard the 
crash, and rushed to room 113, the 
windows of which open on the small 
roof. He, with Ihe assistance of the 
second roofer, was able to lift tho in- 
jured man Into the room, following 
which he immediately summoned an 
ambulance from the r.oyal Victoria 
Hospital. The ambulance was de- 
layed in its arrival by tho bad con- 
dition of the roads, and berore it made 
Its appearance Pizza ro had recovered 
consciousness, and was able to walk 
downstairs. Ho was badly cut about 
the head nnd neck, however, and pre- 
sented a sorry spcc.acle. 

On interviewing "Bill", it was dis- 
covered Hint Pizzaro and his ansocialc 
were one of the two gangs' of work- 
men who have been engaged for some 
I time In clearing the snow off the 
1 roofs of the various buildings. The 
I other gang has been employed only 
i on tho sloping roofs, while the pair 
I which includes ahb injured man wortta 
on the flat roofs. The men employed 
on the sloping roofs havo the ad- 
vantage of being tied by a rope in 
ea.se of accident, while Pizzaro was 
unprotected in any way,
